Firefighters 
battle caustic 
chemical blaze

Officials were still piecing together what hap¬ 
pened at the EQ Resource Recovery facility in 
Romulus when The Journal Newspaper went to 
press Tuesday night 

At press time, all that was known was that one 
of the storage tanks at the facility, which stored 
chemical de-icers for nearby Detroit Metro 
Airport, exploded causing a chain reaction. 

All employees escaped without iiyury. 

The explosion colored the sky over the Wayne 
and Romulus communities and shook houses 
miles away. 

‘1 was outside my house and all of the sud¬ 



den, the entire sky lit up orange,” said David 
Bilski, who lives near the Wayne and Van Bom 
Road site. “I walked around the front in time to 
see a huge ball of flame.” 

Units responded from surrounding communi¬ 
ties and firefighter battled the blaze well into the 
night Chemical clouds forced the evacuation of 
residents in the area surrounding the plant 


Out-of-district student 
costs rile area parents

Residents in the Romulus 
Community School District strong¬ 
ly criticized spending tax money 
on out-of-district students Monday 
night at the regular meeting of the 
school board. 

According to one parent out-of 
district students who are driven by 
a parent to classes are taking away 
opportunities from other students. 

“I know of at least 18 students 
that are in our sports programs, 
and some of them are going to get 
scholarships that might have gone 
to our children,” said Linda 
McNeil. “I’m a taxpayer in 
Romulus. I bought a house here. 
But we as Romulus residents 
often times cannot always afford 
to pay for higher education, and 
this needs to stop right now.” 

About 100 parents packed into 
the sweltering Grant Road admin¬ 
istration building where the 
seven-member board has their 
meetings. Most of the parents 
were in attendance because the 
district has cut back on programs 
and teachers - but the demand for 
the services has increased 
because students whose parents 
do not pay taxes in the district 
attend classes in Romulus, audi¬ 
ence members said. 

Romulus Community School 
officials do not have statistics as to 
how many students in the 4,000- 
student district might not actually 
live in the city boundaries. 
Typically, enrollment personnel 
ask for only a driver’s license, a 
property tax bill, an apartment 
lease, a mortgage receipt or a 
voter’s registration, according to 
district spokesman Dick Kruse. 
But he also said the district is 
looking at other ways to verify res-

idency. 

“We are going to ask legal 
guardians and those with power of 
attorney over students to provide 
three pieces of the aforemen¬ 
tioned items,” he said. “We think 
this will help a great deaf” 

Romulus Community Schools 
has consistently passed state and 
federal Michigan Education 
Assessment Tests (MEAP) and has 
never taken part in the Schools of 
Choice Program. That program 
allows parents who live in school 
districts that do not meet stan¬ 
dards under the No Child Left 
Behind Act to enroll their chil¬ 
dren in other districts willing to 
accept out-of-district students. 

Nearby districts that accept 
students from outside their bound¬ 
aries are Inkster Public Schools, 
Van Buren Public Schools, 
Westwood Community Schools, 
and Wayne-Westland schools. But 
only Wayne-Westland schools has 
had consistent, acceptable MEAP 
results, making Romulus schools 
attractive to area families 

Superintendent Joel Carr said 
he understands the parents’ 
dilemma, but also said the prob¬ 
lem was also indicative of the neg¬ 
ative effects of Proposal A, which 
shifted education funding away

Wayne County Fair continues until Sunday 
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Crout hopes experience 
leads to victory at polls

Harry Crout, a longtime 
resident of Romulus, is hop¬ 
ing his history in the city and 
his ideas for making the city a 
better place to live will earn 
him a seat on the Romulus 
City Council when the votes 
are counted in November 

Crout - who has lived in 
Romulus for 30 years - said he 
like what he sees in the cur¬ 
rent administration, and he 
would like to see what has 
started in the city continue. 

“I think we’ve been moving 
in the right direction, but after 
a while, it gets tougher to keep 
things on track,” he said. “I 
think we’ve had some great 
changes - in development, in 
new business - and those are 
the things we need to make 
sure keep working for us. I 
don’t think we need to slide 
back to where we used to be.” 

Crout is campaigning on a 
simple premise: Create new 
business and entertainment 
opportunities, improve public 
safety, and increase the num¬ 
ber of available jobs. 

“I’ve been told by quite a 
few people that we need more 
entertainment here,” said 
Crout ‘It would be nice to be 


able to go to a movie or shop¬ 
ping in the city and not have 
to go to Westland or Belleville 
or Van Buren Township. We 
nee those things here for out 
convenience. We need to 
expect to have the same 
amenities as other communi¬ 
ties.” 

And, that would help lower 
taxes, he said. 

“Taxes, are already too 
high, and the more business 
we can get in here, the better,” 
he said. “I’d really like to be 
able to give the residents a tax 
break down the line.” 

Improving public safety in 
the city is also an issue, said 
Crout 

“We have a great public 
safety department,” he said. 
“But I suspect they are 
stretched a little too thia We 
need to find a way to pay for 
more officers on the streets. 
And we also need to make 
sure we have more firemen - 
we took a big step moving 
away from a volunteer fire 
department to a paid depart¬ 
ment, but we need more fire¬ 
fighters. It’s understaffed the 
way it is now.” 

Crout said if he is elected, 
he will not let anything stand 
in the way of voting his con¬ 
science.

“I have seen the city go 
through a lot of changes, and I 
really care about the residents 
here because they are my 
neighbors. I will always fight 
for what the people want, 
even if what they want is not 
what I would choose. That’s 
why public officials are elect¬ 
ed in the first place.” 

Crout is retired from 
General Motors, where he 
worked in the maintenance 
department of the Powertrain 
Plant in Ypsilanti. He has 
never sought public office 
before, and said he has a lot of 
time to serve in the communi¬ 
ty 

When he’s not attending 
meetings, Crout spends time 
with Sandy, his wife of 30 
years, his sons, Scott and 
Terry, and his two grandchil¬ 
dren. He is a native of Garden 
City and is a graduate of 
Garden City High School. 


Candidate touts 
aggressive agenda

City council candidate Tony 
Heimberger hopes to take on 
an activist role on the seven- 
member body to correct what 
he sees as a system that slows 
change in the City of Romulus. 

“We’ve had a business-as- 
usual attitude happening for 
some time,” he said. “And that’s 
not something I want to see 
happen. I think we need to 
have new blood and ideas on 
the council to correct some of 
our problems.” 

The first thing Heimberger 
would implement is a 1 per¬ 
cent tax on non-residents who 
work in the city, he said. 

“Those people use our 
roads and we don’t get much to 
show for it, especially from the 
airport (employees),” he said. 
“We get no consideration from 
them whatsoever” 

Heimberger proposes that 
50 percent of the funds gener¬ 
ated from the city tax would go 
toward reducing the millage 
rate for residents, 20 percent 
would go to roads, 10 percent 
would go to sidewalk repair, 
and 10 percent would be dis¬ 
cretionary funds for the city. 

Also on Heimbeiger’s agen¬ 


da is an amendment to the 
charter that would require 
rental properties to be inspect¬ 
ed once every two years at a 
fee of $100. 

“I think that would go a long 
way towards cleaning up rental 
units and other buildings in the 
city, and dealing with slum¬ 
lords,” he said. “We’re never 
going to be able to clean up the 
city at the pace we’re going We 
have a lot of rental units, and 
that would be a start” 

Part of that would mean 
enforcing rules for business 
owners to clean up their acts. 

“We have some businesses 
in Romulus that don’t look very 
good. There are landscaping 
issues and other problems,” he 
said. “This would encourage 
them to clean up as well.” 

Boards and commissions 
would be a little different 
under Heimberger’s watch, 
too. Another amendment to the 
city charter would include a 
provision that residents could 
not sit on more than one board 
or commission. 

“This is a problem because 
we keep getting the same ideas 
over and over, and we need 
some new ones,” he said. “It’s 
why we keep getting what we 
have - too many people are on

council or on the planning 
commission, or on other 
boards. I would limit that so it 
opens it up for other people 
who may want to take part (in 
city functions). 

Heimberger, a graduate of 
Davenport College, holds a 
degree in accounting and busi¬ 
ness law, said his experience 
with numbers gives him an 
edge over some of his oppo¬ 
nents. 

He also said he is willing to 
advocate for polices that might 
not be beneficial to him. 

“I’m a property owner, and 
willing to work for a policy that 
would ensure rental property 
inspections for a fee,” he said. 
“I’m still willing to do that even 
though it will cost me money.” 

Heimberger has lived in 
Romulus for 18 years. He 
sought election to the Romulus 
school board this year, and for 
city council in 1995.

from property tax levies. 

‘The reality is that some peo¬ 
ple cheat,” he said. “But Proposal 
A created an environment where 
parents are shopping for schools, 
and it created a tax structure that 
is unfair for young people buying a 
new home, so I can see why peo¬ 
ple are frustrated. There are no 
easy solutions at this point” 

Carr also said vetting students 
that don’t legitimately reside in 
the city is equally as difficult 

“We can’t go out and follow peo¬ 
ple around - we just don’t have the 
resources for that,” he said. “But 
I’ve been telling people for three 
years that if they know of a family 
that is cheating to tell us. And I’ve 
had no calls - not even one. But 
we will investigate any compliant 
and we need people to. We can’t 
just pick on some people - they 
may have been here for years, and 
that would be offensive.” 

Romulus Community Schools 
is state-mandated to educate 
homeless children, which means 
some are coming from local 
motels, making them difficult to 


track Carr said. 

Kim Mason, the father of two 
children attending classes in the 
district, said he was attracted to 
quality of the schools when he 
moved here. But he said he’ll 
need a commitment from the dis¬ 
trict that they will solve the prob¬ 
lem. 

“In a way, this is like paying for 
somebody else’s kid to get an edu¬ 
cation,” he said. “The taxes here 
are the same as in a place like 
Novi or Northville. The new hous¬ 
es that are being built here are 
worth more money - which means 
we pay more taxes. That’s just not 
fair to us. With what’s happening 
with the schools, I might as well go 
live in Novi for this.” 

Some parents say they have 
noticed other parents dropping off 
students and then driving onto the 
expressway - but it’s difficult to 
know if that parent is going to 
work or going home, Kruse said. 

McNeil said parents will not let 
the district forget about the prob¬ 
lem anytime sooa 

“We need to know that our tax 
dollars are going to help our chil¬ 
dren get a better education,” she 
said.

If officials in Plymouth Township are looking for additional funds, 
here’s an idea: They can hire out their services to other municipali¬ 
ties to show them how to get a millage approved. 

A few scant months after a public safety millage renewal and 
increase was rejected by voters, the township went to the people 
again. This time, the issues were approved by nearly a 4-1 margin 

That’s quite a turnaround. 

They did it with tried and true methods, too. Concerned citizens 
got together to convince their neighbors about the importance of the 
two issues - which would have had a $4 million impact on the budget 
had they been rejected. They talked about the merits of the services 
the township provides and they talked about the quality of life. 

The result was a strong showing at the polls in the terms of the 
number of voters, and a strong show of support for the way the town¬ 
ship public safety departments work That’s good for the whole com¬ 
munity, given that the city and township share dispatch and fire ser¬ 
vices, too. 

It’s encouraging to see residents come out and support the commu¬ 
nity when that support is needed, too. 

It also shows something that we’ve suspected all along: an 
informed voter usually makes the right decisioa 

A question for the voters 

It’s easy to see that every community in western Wayne County has 
substantial road needs. 

Just look around. 

It also doesn’t take a mathematician to figure out that there won’t 
be enough money to go around, either, at least if area municipalities 
are holding out for funds from the state, county or the federal govern¬ 
ment - notwithstanding the efforts of U.S. Rep. Thaddeus McCotter 
(R-Livonia), who brought a sizable sum to his district 

The economy stinks, quite frankly, and budgets are shrinking 
everywhere. State and county officials have increasingly pushed the 
burden back on the local municipalities - from cities to townships to 
school districts - and that will eventually be the case for road repairs, 
too. The county budget for roadwork is so strapped, for example, that 
the county no lqnger picks up roadkill. 

The municipalities themselves only have so much money avail¬ 
able, of course. They’ve been making room for other things they 
shouldn’t have to pay for - or at least should have more money to pay 
with. That means the work will eventually come down to taxpayers, 
either through increased millage rates or perhaps even a dedicated 
road millage. 

That’s the situation in the City of Wayne, although officials there 
haven’t exactly come out and said it, or made a decision to put it on 
the ballot They know how much it will cost to fix all the streets - 
about $15 million - and they know they don’t have that much money 
lying around. They even have a plan in the works to address all road 
needs, but one that so far lacks a funding mechanism. 

One can understand why they haven’t gone full bore in pushing for 
a road millage, though. They’re difficult issues to get voters to 
approve. The roads are used by everyone, but there’s the perception 
that, since we’re all paying taxes, we shouldn’t have to pay another 
one to fix the streets, too. There’s also the argument that its difficult to 
convince a tax payer to pay $50 or $60 a year to fix the roads when the 
street in front of his or her home won’t be touched for 10 years - or has 
already been completed. It’s also an election year in Wayne, although 
the only contested race is for the mayoral spot Nobody likes to ask for

I’m not a business owner, and I don’t know how 
successful I’d be at it either 

I had that epiphany recently when I realized that 
part of my nature is to be more concerned with 
things other than the bottom line. I would look at a 
potential location for my dream store and envision 
how I would transform it without really factoring in 
what the underlying cost would be. Anyone who has 
listened to me ramble about how I want to turn the 
Jamison Block building on Michigan Avenue into 
an independent book store can attest to that 

I guess I don’t understand, though, the thought 
behind keeping costs down as much as possible 
when it adversely impacts the community. Isn’t it 
better to spend a little extra, make something more 
attractive and improve your surroundings? 

That’s why I was glad that the Westland City 
Council didn’t back down on their desire to have an 
all brick building replace the portion of a retail 
development tom down recently. The new develop¬ 
ment, at the comer of Wayne and Fbrd Road, will 
feature an expansion of the mall, too, as well as an 
expansion of the Harlow Tire business just south of 
the site. 

The developers had wanted to use brick on three 
sides, with a gray block on the back. After all, who 
would see the back? 

Well, the residents who live back there, for one. 
Many of them have decks that already look onto a 


less-than ideal setting: a brick 
wall that separates them from 
the retail developments. 

It would be a shame, though, to compromise on a 
project like this. That’s a busy comer. It’s a promi¬ 
nent comer. Mast lights, brick pavers - the real 
kind, not the dyed concrete - decorative walls and 
flowers were recently installed and planted, 
respectively. Why take away from that 

Actually, I’m surprised the developer wanted to 
keep the section of the mall that once housed a 
Kroger Grocery Store and now is home to a Big 
Lots. It’s going to look a little silly wedged in 
between the two new phases of retail space. My dad 
actually had a term for that, but I can only print the 
first portion of the two-word phrase: half-.... 

OK, so an all-brick structure will cost more 
money. It’ll be worth it It’ll look nicer, command 
better tenants, and perhaps even more rent The 
few thousand the developer will have to spend will 
not be lost; it will be repaid, eventually.

Mehaffey, who has lectured on 
19th century history in the past 
said that the request from the 
library to give a presentation on 
Victorian fashion was a welcome 
diversion “We’ll be talking about 
reality versus the fashion plate,” 
said Mehaffey 

She said that just as modem 
designers tend to parade more 
elaborate or outrageous clothing 
down the runways than most 
people would wear in real life, 


the outfits shown in Victorian era 
fashion illustrations also tended 
to be glamorized beyond the lim¬ 
its of practicality for most people. 
Photographs from the period are 
better sources for information on 
what people actually wore, she 
said. 

She said that she hopes that 
the discussion and the period 
periodicals, clothing, and possi¬ 
bly clothing she plans to bring 
with her will help dispel the 
myths surrounding Victorian 
style. 

She and her husband have 
been actively involved in trying 
to bring more mid-19th century

During an emergency situa¬ 
tion, it’s human nature for people 
to want to help others, even if the 
don’t necessarily know how. 

The Northville Township 
Police Department wants to give 
volunteers that knowledge that 
will allow them to help their fami¬ 
lies, their neighbors and their 
communities during emergencies 
large and small. 

They’re forming a Community 
Emergency Response Team 
(CERT), and they’re looking for 
volunteers, according to Sgt Matt 
Mayes, one of the two police coor¬ 
dinators of the new program. 

“It’s a federally based pro¬ 
gram,” he said. “We try to put 
them (the volunteers) in non-dan- 
gerous situations. 

Through a 10-week program, 
volunteers learn a wide variety of 
things that are useful in hectic sit¬ 
uations like earthquakes, torna¬ 
does, major Fires or terrorist 
attacks. Township police First 
thought about implementing the 
program after the blackouts a 
year ago - when no electronic 
equipment was working, includ¬ 
ing the department cell phones. 

“We could’ve used volunteers 
to help us in the lobby, giving out 


water or directions,” Mayes said. 

Applications for the CERT 
program are at the Northville 
Police Station on Six Mile Road 
and can also be downloaded from 
the township web site: 
www.twp.Northville.mi.us. 
Volunteers just have to submit an 
application and agree to a back¬ 
ground check. Anyone older than 
18 can take part 

Topics change every week, 
beginning with disaster pre¬ 
paredness, fire safety, medical 
operations light search and res¬ 
cue operations and terrorism. 
They’ll learn practical informa¬ 
tion such as how to administer 
basic first aid, working with trau¬ 
matized people, what to do - and 
not to do - during emergencies 
and more. 

“It’s a lot of good stuff to learn 
for day-to-day life,” Mayes said. 

Mayes said the department is 
looking for people with profes¬ 
sional expertise - engineers, elec¬ 
tricians and so on - as well as res¬ 
idents who just want to help out 

“We’re looking for people from 
all walks of life,” he said. 
“Hopefully we’ll get a good range 
ofpeople”

That’s the warning that should pre¬ 
cede the opening credits of the big 
screen adaptation of The Dukes of 
HazazardL 


in popcorn butter and coat the bottom of 
my shoes with Coca-Cola because that’s 
about all I really got out of it But, as I’ve 
said before, this appears to be the latest 
trend from the ‘Wood—a sticky mess 
that’s not worth the effort 

I’ll be honest I tried to find another 
movie, anything, that started this week¬ 
end. I debated driving 45 minutes to the 
nearest art house to see an independent 
film made with passion and vision - 
which, in the long run, I should have 
done. But I paid for convenience and this 
is what I got for it 

The first thing wrong with The Dukes 
of Hazzard, based off the television series 
of the same name that aired from 1979- 
85, is that it makes Bo (Sean William 
Scott) and Luke (Johnny Knoxville) Duke 
out to be a couple of goofball idiots 
rather than a couple of‘good ole boys’ as 
they’re supposed to be. But what should 
one really expect from Knoxville, whose 
claim to fame his ridiculously idiotic 
MTV show “ Jackass ?” And don’t forget 
Scott’s climb up the ladder, which 
includes the American Pie trilogy, Dude 
Where’s My Car and Bulletproof Monk. 
Enough said. 

Then they cast pop-singer and 
unproven actress Jessica Simpson as Bo 


and Luke’s beautiful cousin Daisy Duke. 
Simpson, a blonde, dons the all-too short 
shorts that Catherine Bach, a brunette, 
made so very popular in the early 80s. 
Although Simpson looks good in the 
shorts that earned the character’s name 
back in the show’s heyday, it’s not the 
same. 

And if my memory serves me correct¬ 
ly Hazzard County Commissioner Boss 
Hogg was a short, balding, pinkish man- 
fitting for the name Hogg—in the televi¬ 
sion series. The movie casts a taller, slim¬ 
mer Burt Reynolds. Somehow, the char¬ 
acter loses some of its effect by this cast¬ 
ing. 

The movie is set in present day and 
follows the adventures of Bo and Luke as 
their days of running moonshine for 
Daisy and the always-joking Uncle Jesse 
(Willie Nelson) are interrupted when 
Dukes’ farm is confiscated by Boss Hogg 
on bogus charges. 

Using ludicrous investigative tech¬ 
niques, Bo and Luke discover that Boss 
Hogg wants to mine out the Dukes’ and 
several other farms for coal, turning 
Hazzard County into nothing more than a 
giant pit

About 18 years ago, Georgia 
resident Masa Watanabe experi¬ 
enced a sudden urge to paint. 


That whim catapulted him to 
international attention as a con¬ 
temporary abstract artist, and 
now, his work has come to 
Northville. 

Sherrie Mewha, president of 


the Sherrus Gallery of Fine Art, 
said that the Watanabe exhibit 
was something she had hoped to 
bring to fruition since the gallery 
itself was still in the planning 
stages. 

“We have a lot of very contem¬ 
porary, very sophisticated art 
lovers here in Northville,” she 
said. “I thought it would be a good 
fit” 

The exhibit which opened on 
Aug.5, features 21 pieces by 
Watanabe. One of the strongest 
attractions of the pieces, Mewha 
said, is their deceptive simplicity. 

“His colors are very bold (and) 
he uses a very minimalist clean 
sharp line in his pieces,” she said. 
“It’s got a real strength to it - it’s 
definitely statement art” 

According to Mewha, the suc¬ 
cess of the brightly colored paint¬ 
ings came as no surprise to those 
who had met him. 

“He’s kind of considered a 
renaissance man,” she said. ‘He’s 
just had a wide range of proficien¬ 
cies.” Watanabe has succeeded at 
virtually everything he has tried - 
from serving as a police officer in 
his homeland of Japan to work in 
radio, theater, and movies. 

His background also shows 
through in his art Mewha said. 

“Most of his works have a very 


Japanese feel,” she said. “The 
other still have a sort of Asian fla¬ 
vor to them, but it’s more like pop 
art” 

Watanabe said his art has a 
fairly strong following, particular¬ 
ly among business executives and 
industry leaders, but his primary 
goal doesn’t revolve around court¬ 
ing prestige. His life revolves 
around his family, not his paint¬ 
ings. It is not unusual, he said, for 
a painting to go untouched for 
months when he has the opportu¬ 
nity to spend time with his wife 
and children instead. 

When he does have time to 
paint he said that he tries to paint 
‘happy things’— positive images 
that can help combat the impact of 
the negative events taking place 
around the world. He said that if 


he can make someone smile or 
take their mind off their troubles 
for a few moments through his art 
then he considers it a success. 

The Sherrus Gallery of Fine 
Art is located at 109 North Center 
St in downtown Northville. The 
exhibition will be on display 
through Aug. 3L

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Cherry Hill Invitational draws local artists

After 30 years, Canton 
Township resident John 
Middlestead is returning to his 
youthful dreams. 

Middlestead, a manager of 
Geographic Information Systems 
(GIS) with DTE Energy, said he’s 
returning to his one of his life¬ 
long passions as he nears retire¬ 
ment age: landscape photogra¬ 
phy. 

“What it is, is a transition for 
me from a job I’ve had for 30 
years,’’ he said 

Middlestead has long been 
interested in photography. He 
took courses in the field when he 
pursued a bachelor’s of fine arts 
degree from Michigan State 
University. At the time, his goal 
was to be an industrial designer 
but life, as he puts it, got in the 


way. 

His passion for photography 
never completely left him, 
though, nor did his interest in the 
unique patterns and shapes in 
nature. With Ansel Adams as 
inspiration and noted photogra¬ 
phers like Monte Nagler — a stu¬ 
dent of Adams’ - as well as Doug 
Johnson, Elizabeth Stone, David 
Middleton and Tim Cooper from 
the Rocky Mountain School of 
Photography, he gradually per¬ 
fected his art During the last two 
years, he said, his desire to work 
exclusively as a photographer has 
increased 

Middlestead is one of about 50 
artists that will take part in the 
Cherry Hill Invitational Fine Art 
Pair when it returns for the sec¬ 
ond year next month. The event 
takes place from 10 am. to 5 p.m. 
on Sept 10-11 around the historic 
Cherry Hill Schoolhouse in 


Cherry Hill Village. That’s at the 
intersection of Cherry Hill and 
Ridge roads. The Village Theater 
at Cherry Hill, across the street 
from the one-room schoolhouse 
that will be celebrating its first 
birthday, too. 

Middlestead took part in the 
inaugural event last year, too. 

“It’s a great event because of 
its small size,” he said. “It’s a nice 
environment” 

He’s taken part in larger 
events, like Plymouth’s Art in the 
Park, but said they can be a bit 
overwhelming - for artists and 
patrons, alike. 

Middlestead works in both 
color and black and white, in 
large scenes and through macro¬ 
close-ups of flowers. 

“They’re the details of the 
grand scheme,” he said. 

He’s traveled to places as 
diverse as the Canadian Rockies 


to the Oregon coast and Georgia 
to capture the image. He’s just 
returned from a trip along the 
western Michigan coast - new 
images will be available at the 
Canton fair - and is scheduled to 
take a fall trip capturing the col¬ 
ors of New Hampshire. 

Middlestead is one of several 
artists returning to the Cherry 
Hill Invitational. John Davio, who 
creates children’s books about 
Michigan, will return, as well 
Elizabeth Walther of Plymouth, 
with her intricate beaded jewelry. 

Newcomers will bring a vari¬ 
ety of products from stained glass, 
turquoise jewelry, pottery, fused 
glass works and more. 

The emphasis is on the qualify 
of works, rather than the quantity 
of artists at the juried show, 
according to Joyce Murphy, one of 
the coordinators of the event. 
Nothing pre-manufactured or 


mass produced will be found 
there. 

This year will feature some¬ 
thing new for children, she said, a 
Watercolor with the Masters 
workshop will teach youngsters 
how to paint like Claude Monet 
The workshops will take place 
from 10.30-11:30 and 1-3 p.m. on 
Saturday and from 1-3 p.m. on 
Sunday and be run by Sharon 
Dillenbeck of D & M Art Studios 
in Canton. 

The event will feature other 
local connections, too. 
Christopher Bocklage, husband 
of Canton Planner Judy Bocklage, 
is one of the jurists for the show, 
Murphy said. A professional artist 
in his own right he is also an art 
instructor at Eastern Michigan 
University. 

“He’ll also be judging for cash 
prizes on the day of the show,” 
she said. 


First ‘Chalk It Up Festival’ set for Heritage Park Aug. 20

Chalk the newest event in Canton 
Township up to persistence. 

That’s what Sharon Dillenbeck, owner of 
D & M Art Studios in Canton, said it took to 
bring the first Chalk it Up Festival to 
Heritage Park 

The event will take place from 8 am. to 5 
p.m. on Aug 20, and transform the walkways 
through the park into myriad works of art 

She and her students will run the event, 
which will bring artists of all different skill 
levels to ply their trade on the smooth 
asphalt behind the Canton Administration 
building 

It’s a growing phenomenon, she said, and 
travelers to the Art in the Park shows in 
Plymouth during the past two years may 
have seen an example: the studio colored in 
gigantic murals there at the comer of Main 
Street and Penniman Avenue 

“Ever since we started doing them there 
I kept bringing it up that it would fit in nice 
here,” said Dillenbeck, who is also on the 
Cultural Arts Commission and the Public 
Art Committee for the township. 

It works like this: anyone who wants to 
get involved can register and create a 3-foot 
by 5-foot rendering on the pathways. Her art 
students will also be creating larger murals 
nearby; they’ve got something planned from 
the stable of Norman Rockwell works. For 


the cost of registration, everyone gets an 
ample supply of chalk, she said. 

“We’re not doing this as a money-maker,” 
she said. “We’re doing this for the love of 
public art” 

Spectators are encouraged to come out 
and watch the works of art take shape. It’s a 
temporary thing, of course, because any 
serious rainstorm will wash it all away. 

It’s perfectly acceptable - and recom¬ 
mended - for artists to bring reference mate¬ 
rial with them. The chalk artwork will be 
judged on a variety of aspects, including cre¬ 
ativity and faithfulness to original works. 

“Traditionally, in chalk art festivals in 
Italy, they’re, copying the masters,” 
Dillenbeck said. 

The cost is $10 for pros - artists older 
than 12 years - but there will also be a kids’ 
section, the Chalk Yard, also known as a 
nearby playscape. For $2, children will get a 
box of chalk and help create artwork there. 

Bob Dates, parks and recreation supervi¬ 
sor for Canton Township, said there would 
be other things going on throughout the day, 
too, like entertainment and refreshment 
sales. 


“Hopefully, we’ll create a nice day in the 
park,” he said. “We’re hoping to make this 
an annual event” 

Dillenbeck said she’s already excited 


about the day-long art event because it’s 
been successful in communities like 
Rochester Hills. It has drawn a crowd at Art 
in the Park during the last two years, too.

He 
made the Academic All-SEC with 
a 3.10 grade point average. 

Before that he played quarter¬ 
back for four years at Harrison 
High School in Cincinnati, OH 
under his father who was the 
head coach at that time. Although 
for most it would be tough play¬ 
ing for their father, it wasn’t for 
Hockmaa

She had a chance to swim at 
the next level, earning a scholar- 
ship at Woodyear College in 
Southern California, but passed 
it up to stay close to home, she 
said. She went on and earned an 
associate degree in child devel¬

Her history in the Wayne- 
Westland school district goes 
even further back—a generation, 
in fact Both her parents were 
students at Wayne Memorial.

“I want to 
improve from last year and I 
think we’ll do fairly well. I have 
high expectations.”

According to a 2002 study by 
the national Center for Disease 
Control, 62 percent of adults in 
the State of Michigan are consid¬ 
ered overweight or obese—and 
that number is increasing. 

According to Chris Klebba, 
owner of the Water Wheel 
Health Club, there is now a new 
weapon in the fight against the 
problem. He said that weight loss 
boils down to one basic compo¬ 
nent—burning more calories 
than you consume. This got much 
easier, he said, when the 
Bodybugg calorie management 
system—which is designed to 
more accurately monitor the 
number of calories burned— 
made its Midwest debut at the 
club last month. The system has 
received national attention since 
it debuted more than a year ago. 

“We demonize carbohydrates, 
we demonize fats— everybody 


now knows that with science, it’s 
really energy in, energy out,” said 
Klebba “And the sad fact is when 
you boil down the challenge 
we’re all having it comes down to 
about 50 calories per day making 
the difference. The cumulative 
result is pounds every year. The 
game really becomes to manage 
that 50 calories so that you’re not 
in a surplus.” 

The Bodybugg is a computer¬ 
ized armband that uses technolo¬ 
gy to monitor just how many calo¬ 
ries per minute an individual has 
worked off—whether in the gym 
or just cleaning the house. The 
monitor uses sensory data, like 
changes in body movement pat¬ 
terns and skin temperatures, to 
determine just what activities a 
person is involved in and for how 
long they actually do it in order 
to provide a more realistic idea 
of the number of calories that 
person would have burned, 
based on their build and weight 

The system also allows users 


to log what they eat each day into 
a computer program that will 
determine how many calories 
they have consumed—and where 
their diet may be lacking 

All of the information is trans¬ 
ferred to a computer with the 
clickofabuttoa 

Then, it is sorted and analyzed 
to provide users with a better 
idea of where their activity level 
actually stands, if they are, in 
fact, burning more calories than 
they take in, and offers sugges¬ 
tions on how they can make it 
happea 

“It takes the guesswork out of 


it,” said Klebba “It’s 96 percent 
accurate.” 

Robert Mincey of Northville 
started wearing the armband on 
June 12. He swears by it 

“You can literally log every bit 
of activity that you do—it has 
sweeping, vacuuming, just every¬ 
thing,” said Mincey. “It’s just an 
amazing tool.” 

The biggest shock, he said, 
was to find out just how few calo¬ 
ries he was actually burning in 
the gym—and how many are 
absorbed by everyday tasks. 

“If somebody washed their 
car, they might bum off as many 


calories as if they had come tc i I 
the gym and done a weight work I 
out,” said Mincey. “You think, ‘oh j 
you just washed your car—big i 
deal.’ But if you put some intensi i 
ty into it, it really bums calories: 
off.” 

However, it is the flexibility I 
that appeals to Jamie Coley olii: 
Northville, who has been on the u 
program since June. 

“What’s nice is you get toij; 
choose,” she said. “It’s not like i; 
you have to eat perfectly—I car li 
eat pizza and have a beer I just'j:

grill. Use a grill brush to clean off any leftover carbon or char¬ 
coal. Next, apply olive oil generously to an old cloth and wipe it 
over the grill while it is hot to season it 

This lime and cilantro marinade is one of my favorites. It also fits into some new 
ideas I have been developing for healthier eating. 

You can serve salmon over a salad of fresh field greens with cherry tomatoes, 
cucumber and onion drizzled lightly with a balsamic vinaigrette dressing. Salmon 
is also excellent with skewered redskin potatoes and a grilled fresh vegetable. Fbr 
the redskin potatoes, chop off the top and bottom of the potato, and spray with a 
butter or flavored cooking spray. You may also simply brush the potatoes with olive 
oil and season to your liking before grilling on a skewer 

If you’re interested in grilling vegetables instead, I recommend grilling fresh 
zucchini, red or yellow peppers, portabella mushrooms or eggplant These are 
some of my favorites and will best complement the fish. 


Lime Cilantro Marinade 

30 ounces fresh lime juice 
30 ounces water 

3 ounces seeded, minced jalapeno peppers 
1 ounce cleaned cilantro 
Vi ounce roasted garlic 
4 tablespoons ground cumin 


Coarsely chop the cilantro and roasted garlic and add to the lime 
juice and water in bowl. Mix in jalapeno peppers and ground 
cumin and refrigerate. On the lighter side, marinate the salmon in 
the mixture for 24 hours in the refrigerator Fbr a stronger and zesti- 
er flavor, marinate for 48 hours. Keep in mind that the shelf life of the 
marinade is only seven days. Marinates 443 8-ounce filets.
